A Remarkable Oration. 


At the centennial anniversary of the 


Harvard chapter of the Phi Beta Kappa 
society which came off recently, Wendell 
Phillips delivered the following rernark- 
olile oration which has excited much 
comment, and is considered one of the 
ablest, most eloquent, and boldest efforts 
f New England's most eloquent orator : 


Mr. President and Brothers of tlie P. I}. 


A hundred years ago our society was

DBIHKISG ABEOAD. 


The tide of travel to Europe from this 


i ountry is thii season without precedent. 
Steamers are overcrowded, and many who 
M ould go arc unable to get places in the 
steamers of either of the several lines dur- 
ing the early summer. This flood-tide of 
American travel in Kurope, where social 
drinking usages obtain so generally, has 
mi important bearing upon the temper- 
ance reform in this country. 
Many of 


these tourists, who are total-abstainers at 
home,i having been advised that watcr- 
(li inking abroad is dangerous, are easily 
jMTsuaded to adopt the customs of the 
countries they travel in, and to drink 
« me, beer, etc. 
Such persons, including 


<'liristian ministers and others, on their 
return home, too often, when appealed to 
for temperance service, are either quite 
indifferent or arc disposed to inveigh 
against the " fanaticism of total absti- 
nence," and finally to join the ranks of 
the modorationists. 


It should be borne in mind by all that 


tlmre is no need of drinking wine abroad 
any more than at home. Sir Henry 
Thompson, the distinguished London phy- 
su-ian, concludes a letter to the London 
Tuma on this subject as follows : 


"I can affirm, then, without hesitation, 


tli it the ordinary traveller need never run 
tin: risk of drlnkiug j/uiwm,u ..•>.>... * 
m ly also add here that it is equally un- 
necessary to drink alcoholic liquor of any 
kind, even ' for the good of the house.' 
A proposal to pay freely for any substi- 
tute for it at once assures your host that 
your abstinence is not the result of a 
penurious disposition—a fact which he is 
re idy to appreciate. I am bound to say 
tli it I have never experienced the slight- 
est want of attention, or failed to receive 
n warm welcome on a second visit, al- 
though during the last ten years, of which 
a total of more than two has been spent 
in Continental hotels, I have never con- 
sumed any other liquids than tea, coffee, 
and mineral waters."

ican scholarship. 


In one of those glowing, and as yet 


unequalled, pictures which Everett drew 
for us, here and elsewhere of Revolution- 
ary scones, I remember his saying that 
tlie independence we then won, if taken 
in ils liberal and narrow sense, was of no 
intf rest and little value ; but constructed 
in tlie fulness of its real meaning, it bound 
us to a distinctive American character 
and purpose,—to a keen sense of large 
responsibility and to a generous self-devo- 
tion 
It is under the shadow of such un- 


But most men see facts, not with their 
eyes, but with their prejudices. 
Any one 


familiar with courts will testify how rare 
it is for an honest man to give a perfectly 
correct account of a transaction. 
We 


are tempted to see facts as we think they 
ought to be, or wish they were. And yet, 
journals are the favorite original sources 
of history. Tremble, my good friend, if 
your sixpenny neighbor keeps a journal. 
It adds a new terror to death. You shall 
go down to your children not in your fair 
lineaments and proportions, but with the 
smirks, elbows and angles he sees you 
with. Journals are excellent to record 
the depth of the lust snow and the date 
when the Mayflower opens. 
But when 


you come to men's motives and charac- 
ters, journals are the magnets that get 
near the chronometer of history, and 
make all its records worthless. 
You can 


count on the fingers of your two hands 
all the robust minds that ever kept jour- 
nals. Only milksops and fribbles indulge 
in that amusement, except, now and then, 
a respectable 
mediocrity. 
One such 


journal nightmares New England annals, 
emptied into history by respectable mid- 
dle-aged gentlemen,who fancy the narrow- 
ness and spleen, like poor wine, mellow 
into truth when they get to be a century 
old. But you might as well cite the Daily 
Advertiser of 1850 as authority on one of 
Garrison's actions. 


And after all, of what value are these 


minutiae? 
WUether Luther's zeal 


goods and good name rest wholly on the 
moral sense, self-respect and law-abiding 
mood of the men that walk the streets, 
and not a whit on the provisions of the 
statute book. Come, any of you, outside 
of the ranks of popular men, and you will 
not fail to find it so. Easy men dream 
that we live tinder a government of law ; 
absurd mistake—we live under a govern- 
ment of men and newspapers. Your first 
attempt to stem dominant and keenly 
cherished opinions will reveal this to 
you. 


But what is education! Of course it is 


not book-learning. 
Book-learning does 


not make five per cent of that mass of 
common sense that "runs" the world, 
transacts its business, secures its pro- 
gress, trebles its power over nature, works 
out in tho long run a rough average jus- 
tice, wears away the world's restraints and 
lifts off its burdens. The ideal Yank, 
who "has more brains in his hand the 
others have in their skulls," is not 
scholar—and two-thirds of the inventioi 
that enable France to double the world 
sunshine and make Old and New Englan 
the workshops of the world, did not com 
from colleges or from minds trained 
the schools of science, but struggled up

questioned authority that I use tho term, 
American scholarship. 


Our society was, no doubt, to some ex- 


tent, a protest against the sombre theo- 
logy of New England, where, a hundred 
year > ago, the atmosphere was black with 
sermons, and where religious speculation 
beat uselessly againit the 
narrowest 


limits. 


The first generation of Puritans— 


though Lowell does let Cromwell call 
them "a small colony of pinched fanatics" 
—included some meu, indeed, not a few, 
wortliy to walk close to Roger Williams 
and Sir Harry Vane, the two men deepest 
in thought, and bravest in speech, of all 
who spoke English in their day, and 
equal to any in practical statesmanship. 


Sii- Harry Vane—in my judgment, the 


noblest human being who ever walked the 
streets of yonder city—I do not forget 
Franklin or Sam Adams, Washington or 
Lafa;.ette, Garrison or John Brown. But 
Vam dwells an arrow's flight above them 
all; and his touch consecrated the conti- 
nent to measureless toleration of opinion

We can only hope to discover the great 


currents and massive forces which have 
shaped our lives,—all else is trying to 
solve a problem of whose- elements we 
know-nothing. As the poet historian of 
the last generation says so plaintively, 
"History comes like a beggarly gleaner 
m the field, after death, the great lord of 
the domain, has gathered the harvest and 
lodged it ro Ms garner which no man may 
open;'' 


But we may safely infer that French 


debate and experience broadened and en- 
couraged our fathers. 
To that we un- 


doubtedly owe in some degree, the theo- 
retical perfection, engrafted on English 
practical sense and old forms, which 
marks the foundation of our republic. 
English civil life, up to that time, grew 
largely out of custom, 
wholly on precedent.

years"—so you can find in Vane the pure 
gold of two hundred and 
fifty years of 


American civilization with no particle of 
its dross. Plato would have welcomed 
him t o the Academy, and Fenelon kneeled 
with him at the altar. He made Somers 
and John Marshall possible ; like Carnot 
he organized victory ; and Milton pales 
befoi e him in the stainlessness of his re- 
cord. 
He stands among English states- 


men, in practice and in theory, preemi- 
nently the representative of serene faith 
in the safety of trusting truth wholly to 
her own defence. 


For other men we walk backward and 


throw over their memories the mantle of 
charity and excuse, saying reverently, 
"Remember the temptation and the age." 
But Vane's ermine has no stain ; no act 
of h'n needs explanation or apology, and 
in thought he stands abreast of the age— 
like pure intellect, belongs to all time. 


Carlyle said, in years when his words 


were worth heeding: "Young men, close 
your Byron and open your Gothe." If 
my counsel had weight in these halls I 
should say : "Young men, close your John 
Winlhrop and Washington, your Jefferson 
and Webster, and open Sir Harry Vane." 
It wits the generation that knew Vane 
who gave to our Alma Mater for a seal 
the simple pledge—Veritas. 


But the narrowness aud poverty of colo- 


nial life soon starved out this element. 
Harvard was rededicated Christo d Ecch- 
si'cc,—and up to the middle of the last 
century free thought in religion meant 
Chailes Chauncy and 
theBrattlely-street 


church protest, while free thought hardly 
existed anywhere else. But a single gen- 
eration changed all this. 
A hundred 


years ago there were pulpits that led the 
popular movement, while outside of re- 
ligion and of what called itself literature, 
industry and a jealous sense of personal 
freedom obeyed, in their rapid growth, 
the law of their natures. 
English com- 


mon sense and those municipal institu- 
tions, born of the common law, and which 
had saved and sheltered it, grew inevita- 
bly too large for the egg-shell of English 
dependence, and allowed it to drop off as 
naturally as the chick does when she is 
ready. There was no change of law, 
nothing that could properly be called rev- 
olution, only noiseless growth, the seed 
bursting into the flower, infancy becom- 
ing manhood. It was life, in its omnipo- 
tenee, rending whatever dead matter con- 
fined it. 80 have I seen the tiny weeds 
of a luxuriant Italian spring upheave the 
colossal foundations of the Caesars' palace 
and leave it a mass of ruins. 


Hut when the veil was withdrawn what 


stood revealed astonished the world. It 
showed the undreamt power, the serene 
strength of simple manhood, free from 
the burden and restraint of absurd insti- 
tutions in church and state. 


The grandeur of this new western con- 


stellation gave courage to Europe, result; 
ing in the French revolution, the great- 
est. the most unmixed, the most unstained 
and wholly perfect blessing Europe has 
had in modern times, unless, perhaps, 
we may possibly except the Reforma- 
tion. 


What precise effect the giant wave had 


when it struck our shore we can only 
guess. History is," for the most part, an 
idle amusement, the day-dream of pedants 
and triflers. The details of events, the 
actors' motives and their relation to each 
otlier are buried with them. 
How im 


possible to learn the exact truth of what 
took plaqe yesterday under your next 
neighbor's roof. Yet we complacently 
argue and speculate about matters a 
thousand miles off and a thousand years 
ago as if we knew them. When I was a 
scholar here, my favorite study was history 
Tiie world and affairs have shown me tha 
ona-half of history is loose conjecture, am 
much of the rest is the writer'* opinion 


there was no authority in the record, no 
precedent on tho file; unless you find it, 
perhaps, partially, in that Long Parlia- 
ment bill with which Sir Harry Vane 
would have outgeneralled Cromwell if the 
shameless spldicr had not crushed it with 
his muskets. 


Standing on Saxon foundations, and 


inspired, perhaps, in some degree by Latin 
example, we have done what no race, no 
najtion, .no.oca had.Ji/ifonp. t^od. j>,u^ t« 
unlimited suffrage of the millions. 
We 


have actually worked out the problem 
that man, as God created him, may be 
trusted with self-government. 
We have 


shown the world tliat a church without a 
bishop, and a state without a king, is an 
actual, real, everyday possibility. 
Look 


back over the history of the race, where 
will you find a chapter that precedes us in 
that achievement 1 Greece had her repub- 
lics, but they were the republics of a few 
freemen and subjects and many slaves; 
and the battle of Marathon was fought by 
slaves unchained from the door-posts of 
their masters' houses. Italy had her re- 
publics ; they were the republics of wealth 
and skill and family, limited and aristo- 
cratic. 
The Swiss republics were groups 


of cousins. Holland had her repubic, the 
republic of guilds and landholders, trust- 
ing the helm of state to property and edu- 
cation. And all these which, at their 
best, held but a million or two within 
their narrow limits, have gone down in 
the ocean of time. 


A hundred years ago our fathers an- 


nounced their sublime, and as it seemed 
then, foolhardy declaration, that God in- 
tended all men to be free and equal; all 
men, without restriction, without qualifi- 
cation, without limit. 
A hundred years 


have rolled away since that venturous dec- 
laration ; and to-day, with a ten itory tliat 
joins ocean to ocean, with forty millions 
of people, with two wars behind her, with 
the grand achievement of having grappled 
with the fearful disease .that threatened 
her central life, and broken foui millions 
of fetters, the great republic, stronger 
than ever, launches into the second cen- 
tury of her existence. 
The history of the 


world has no such chapter, in its breadth, 
its depth, its significance, or its bearing 
on future history. 


What Wycliffe did for religion, Jeffer- 


son and Sam Adams did for the State; 
they trusted it to the people. He gave 
the masses the Bible—the right to think. 
Jefferson and Sam Adams gave them the 
ballot—the right to rule. His intrepid 
advance contemplated theirs as its natural, 
nevitable result; their serene faith com- 
ileted the gift which the Anglo-Saxon 
ace makes to humanity. We have not 
mly established a new measure of the 
lossibilities of the race ; we have laid on 
strength, wisdom and skill a new respon- 
sibility. 


Grant that each man's relations to God 


and his neighbor are exclusively his own 
concern, and that he is entitled to all the 
aid that will make him the best judge of 
these relations; that the people are the 
source of all power, and that their meas- 
ureless capacity, the lever of all progress, 
civil, intellectual, spiritual;. their sense of 
right the court of final appeal; the insti- 
tutions they create the only ones any 
jower has a right to impose—that the at- 


class to prescribe the law, 


morals or the trade of 


another is both unjust and harmful—and 
the Wycliffe and Jefferson of history mean 
this if they mean anything,—then, when 
in 1867 Parliament doubled the Eng- 
lish franchise, Robert Lowe was right in 
affirming, amid the cheers of the House, 
•Now the first interest and duty of every 
Englishman is to educate the masses." 
Then whoever sees further than his neigh- 
bor, is that neighbor's bond-servant to lift 
him to such higher level; then power. 


Lejript of one cla 
the religion, the 


ability, influence, character, virtue, are 
only trusts with which to serve our time. 


We all agree in the duty of scholars to 


help those less favored in life, and that 
this duty of scholars to educate the mass 
is still more imperative in a republic, 
since a republic trusts the state wholly to 
the intelligence and moral sense of the 
people. The experience of the last forty 
years shows every man that law has no 
atom of strength either in Boston or New 
Orleans unless and only so far as public 
opinion indorses it, and that your life, 


forcing their way against giant obstacles 
from the irrepressible instinct of untrain 
ed natural power. Her workshops, no 
her colleges, made England, for a while 
the mistress of the world—and the hard 
estjob her workmen had was to mak< 
Oxford willing he should work his won 
ders. 


So of moral gains. As shrewd an ob- 


server as Governor Marcy of New York 
often said he cared nothing for the whol 
press of the seaboard, representing wealth 
and education (he meant book-learning) i 
it set itself against the instincts of the 
people. Lord Brougham, in a remark- 
able comment on the life of Romilly, en- 
larges on the fact that the great reformer 
of the penal law found all the legislative 
and all the judicial power of England, 
its colleges and its bar, marshalled against 
him, and owed his success, as all such re- 
forms do, says his lordship, to mass meet- 
ings and popular instinct. 


It would be no exaggeration to say that 


government itself began in usurpation, in 
the feudalism of the soldier and the bigo- 
try of the priest; that liberty and civili- 
zation are only fragments of rights wrung 
from the strong hands of wealth and book- 
learning. 
Almost all the great truths 


relating to society were not the result of 
scholarly meditation, "hiving up wisdom 
with each curions year," but have been 
first heard in the solemn protests of mar- 
tyred patriotism and the loud cries of 
crushed and starving labor. 
When com- 


mon sense and the common people have 
stereotyped a principle into a statute, 
then book-men come to explain how it 
was discovered and on what ground it 
rests. 
The world makes history, and 


scholars write it, one half truly and the 
other half as their prejudices blur and dis- 
tort it. 
New England learned more of 


the principles of toleration from a lyceum 
coinmittpp dnnlitino' thf dic.ta of editors 
Theodore Parker on its platform ; more 
from a debate whether the antislavery 
cause should be so far countenanced as to 
invite one of its advocates to lecture, 
from Summer and Emerson, George Wil- 
liam Curtis and Edwin W'hipple refusing 
to speak unless a negro could buy his way 
into their halls as freely as any other- 
New England has learned more from these 
lessons than she could have done or has 
from all the treatiseson free printing from 
Milton and Aristotle, through Locke down 
to Stuart Mill. 


The profoundest scholar of his day af- 


firmed, "No man is wiser for his learn- 
ing" ; and that was only an echo of the 
Saxon proverb, "No fool is a perfect fool 
until he learns Latin." Bancroft says of 
our fathers that "the wildest theories of 
the human reason were reduced to prac- 
tice by a community so humble that no 
statesman condescended to notice it, and 
a legislation without precedent was pro- 
duced off-hand by the instincts of the 
people." And Wordsworth testifies that 
while German schools might well blush 
for their subserviency, a few strong in- 
stincts, and a few plain rules among the 
herdsmen of the Alps have wrought more 
for mankind at this unhappy day than all 
the pride of intellect and thought. Wy- 
cliffe was, no doubt, a learndB man. But 
the learning of his day would have burned 
him had it dared, as it did burn his dead 
body afterwards. Luther and Melancthon 
were scholars, but were repudiated by 
the scholarship of their time, which fol- 
lowed Erasmus, trying "all his life to 
tread on eggs without breaking them," 
who proclaimed that "peaceful error was 
better than tempestuous truth." 


Hence I do not think the greatest 


things have been done for the world by 
its book men. Education is not the 
chips of arithmetic and grammar—nouns, 
verbs, and the multiplication table; 
neither is it that last year's almanac of 
dates, or series of lies agreed upon, which 
we so often mistake for history. Educa- 
tion is not Greek and Latin and the air- 
pump. 


Still I rate at its full value the training 


we get in these walls. Though what we 
actually carry away is little enough, we 
do get some training of our powers, as 
the gymnast or the fencer does of his 
muscles; we go hence also with such gen- 
eral knowledge of what mankind has 
agreed to consider proved and settled 
that we know where to reach for the weapon 
when we need it. 


I have often thought the motto prefixed 


to his college library catalogue by the 
father of the late Professor Pierce—Pro- 
fessor Pierce, the largest natural genius— 
the man of the deepest reach and firmest 
grasp and widest sympathy that God has 
given to Harvard in our day—whose pres- 
ence', made you the loftiest peak and farth- 
est outpost of mote than mere scientific 
thought; the magnet who, with his twin 
Agassiz, made Harvard for forty years 
the intellectual Mecca of forty States 
His father's catalogue bore for a motto 
"Scire uoi aliqwid invenias magna parse 
eruditionis est," and that always seeme< 
to me to gauge very nearly all we acquirec 
at college except facility in the use o 
our powers. 
Our influence in the com 


munity does not really spring from supe- 
rior attainments; but from this thoroug 
training of faculties and more even, per- 
haps, from the deference men accord t 
us. 


Gibbon says we have two educations 


one from teachers and the other we giv 
ourselves. 


This last is the real and only educatio 


of the masses—one gotten from life, from 
affairs, from earning one's bread,—neces- 
sity the mother of invention,—respons 
bility that teaches prudence and inspire 
respect for right. Mark the critic out o 
office,—how reckless in assertion, how 
careless of consequences, and then th 


caution, forethought and fair play of the 
same men charged with administration.

It was of 
crops and rents, markets and marriages, 
scandal and fun. Watch men here, and 
how often you listen to the keenest dis- 
cussions of right and wrong; this leader's 
honesty, that party's justice, tho fairness 
of this law, the impolicy of that meas- 
U1[e>—lofty, broad topics, training morals, 
widening views. 


Niebuhr says of Italy, sixty years ago: 


"No one feels himself a citizen, not on 
ire the people destitute of hope, but the 
rave not even wishes touching the world 
affairs : and hence all the springs of grea 
and noble thoughts are choked up." 


In this sense the Fremont campaign o 


185C taught Americans more than a him 
dred colleges, and John Brown's pulpi 
at Harper's Ferry was equil to any to 
thousand ordinary chairs.

million of hearts to his gibbet, as th 
Roman cross lifted a world to itself ii 
that Divine sacrificeof two thousand year 
ago. 
As much as statesmanship" hac

Yet how little, brothers, can we claim

Europe thrilled to him as proof that our 
nstitution had not lost all their native 
ind distinctive life.

he sounded that bugle note, in his letter 
to the London Times, some critic who 
knew his early mood, but not its change, 
suspected there might be a taint of am- 
bition in what they thought so sudden a 
conversion. I could testify that the mood 
was ten years old; years before the 
slightest shadow of political expectation 
had dusked the clear mirror of his scholar 
life. 


This distrust shows itself in the grow- 


ing dislike of universal suffrage, and the 
efforts to destroy it made of late by all 
our easy classes. 


The white South hates universal suf- 


rage; the so-called cultivated North dis- 
trusts it. Journal and college, social sci- 
ence convention and the pulpit, discuss 
the propriety of restraining it. Timid 
scholars tell their dread of of it. Car- 
lyle, that bundle of sour prejudices, flouts 
universal suffrage with a blasphemy that 
almost equals it ignorance. See his words: 
'^Democracy will prevail when men be- 
lieve the vote of Judas as good as that of 
Jesus Christ." 


No democracy ever claimed that, the 


vote of ignorance and crime was as good 
iu any sense as that of wisdom and virtue. 


But while tins great crusade has been, 
for sixty years, gathering it, facts an(j 
marshalling its arguments, rallying par- 
ties, besieging legislatures and outline 
great states on the witness stand as evi- 
aencc of soundness of its methods, schol- 
| ars have given it nothing but a sneer.

I knew a signal instance of this disease 


if scholar's distrust, and the cure was as 
remarkable.

Evarts and his committee, appointed 


to inquire why the New York city gov-

But this provision would not reach 
the evil. Corruption does not so much 
rot the masses, it poisons Congress. 
Credit Mobilier and money rings are not 
housed under thatched roofs—they flaunt 
at the capitol. As usual in chemistry the 
scum floats uppermost; the railway king 
disdains canvassing for voters—"it is 
cheaper," he said, "to buy legislatures." 


It is not the masses who have most dis- 


graced our political annals. 1 have seen 
many mobs between the seaboard and the 
Mississippi. I never saw or heard of any 
but well dressed mobs, assembled and

Grown gray over history, Macauley 
rophesied twenty years ago that soon in 
hese States the poor, worse than another 
nroad of Goths and Vandals, would be- 
in a general plunder of the rich. It is 
enough to say that our funds still sell bet- 
;er in Europe that English consols, and 
ho universal suffrage Union can borrow 
noney as cheaply as Great Britain— 
•uled one-half by tories, and the other 
lalfbymen not certain that they dare 
call themselves whigs. 


Some men affected to scoff at democ- 


racy as no sound basis for national debt, 
doubting the payment of ours. Europe 
not only wonders at its rapid payment; 
jut the only taint of fraud that touches 
even the hem of our garments is the fraud 
of the capitalists' cunningly adding to its 
>urdens and increasing unfairly the value 
of his bonds; not the first hint from 
;he people ot repudiating an iota even of 
ts unjust additions. 


Yet the poor and the unlearned class is 


;he one they propose to punish by dis- 
"ranchisement' 


No wouder the humbler class looks on 


the whole scene with alarm. They see 
;heir dearest right in peril. When the 
easy class conspires to steal, what won- 
der the humbler class draws together to 
defend itself! True, universal suffrage is 
i terrible power , and with all the great 
cities brought into subjection to the dan- 
gerous classes by grog, and Congress sit- 
ting to register the decrees of capital, 
both sides may well dread the next move. 
Experience proves that popular govern- 
ments are the best protectors of life and 
property. But suppose they were not; 
that universal suffrage endangered peace 
and threatened property. 
There is some- 


thing more valuable than wealth, there is 
something more sacred than peace. 
As 


Humbolt says, "The finest fruit earth 
holds up to its Maker is a man." 
To 


ripen, lift and educate a man is the firsl 
duty. Trade, law, learning, science anil 
religion are only the scaffolding where- 
with to build a man. Despotism looks 
down into poor man's cradle, and knows 
it can crush resistance and curb ill-will 
Democracy sees the ballot in that baby- 
hand, and selfishness bids her put integ- 
rity on one side of those baby footsteps 
and intelligence on the other, lest her own 
hearth be in peHl. Thank God for his 
method of taking bonds of wealth and 
culture to share all their blessings with 
the humblest soul he gives to their keep- 
ing! The American should cherish as 
serene a faith as his fathers had. Instead 
of seeking a coward safety by battening 
down the hatches and putting men back 
into chains, he should recognize that God 
places him in this peril that he may work 
out a noble security by concentrating all 
moral forces to lift this weak, rotting 
and dangerous mass into sunlight and 
health. The fathers touched their high- 
est level when, with stout-hearted and se- 
rene faith, they trusted God that it was 
safe to leave men with all the rights he 
gave them. Let us be worthy of their 
blood, and save this sheet-anchor of the 
race,—universal suffrage, God's church, 


great popular schools, 


in these social movements which make 
the great interests of society "crash and 
roll against each other like friyales in a 
storm." 


It is not so much that tlie people need 


us, or wUl feel any lack from our absence. 
1 hey can do without us. 
By sovereign 


and superabundant strength they can 
crush their way through all obstacles.

The misfortune is that if we lose a God- 


given opportunity of making the change 
an unmixed good, or with the slightest 
possible share of evil, and are recreant 
beside to a special duty. 


These "agitations" arc the opportuni- 


ties and the means God offers us to refine 
the taste, mould the character, lift the 
purpose and educate the moral sense of 
ths masses, on whose intelligence aud 
self-respect rests, the state. 
Ciod fur- 


nishes these texts, lie gathers for us 
this audience, and only asks of our coward 
lips to preach the sermons. 


There have been four or five of these 


great opportunities. The crusade against 
slavery was one—that grand hypocrisy 
which poisoned the national life of two 
generations—that conflict between two 
civilizations which threatened to rend the 
Juion. Almost every element among us 
as stirred to take a part in the battle, 


erv great issue, civil and moral, was in- 


volved—toleration of opinion, limit of au- 
of race, priest and layman, states rights 
ind Nationality ; and Channing testified 
that free speech and free printing owed 
their preservation to the struggle. 
But 


.lie pulpit filing the Bible at the reformer, 
aw visiteil him with its penalties, society 
spewed him out of ils mouth, bishops cx- 
nirgated the pictures of their common 
jruyer books, and editors omitted pages 
.n republishing English history, Picrpont 
emasculated his class-book, Bancroft re- 
modelled his chapters, and Everett car- 
ried Washington through thirtj States, 
remembering to forget the brave words 
the wise Virginian had left on record 
warning his countrymen of this evil. 


Amid this battle of the giants scholar- 


ship sat dumb for thirty years, until im- 
minent and deadly peril convulsed it into 
action, and colleges, in their despair, gave 
to the army that help they had refused to 
the market-place and the rostrum. There 
were here and there an exception. 
Tliat 


earthquake scholar at Concord, whose se- 
rene word, like a whisper among the 
avalanches, topples down superstititions 
and prejudices, was at bis post, and with 
lialf a score of others made the exception 
that proved the rule. 
Pulpits, just so far 


as they could not boast of culture, aud 
nestled closest down among the masses, 
were infinitely braver than the "spii'es 
and antique towers" of stately collegiate 
institutions. 


Then came reform of penal legislation 


—the effort to make law mean justice, 
and substitute for its barbarism Christ- 
ianity and civilization. In Massachusetts 
Kantoul represents Beccana, and Living- 
ston Macintosh and Komilh, I doubt if 
he ever had one word of encouragement 
from Massachusetts letters , and, with a 
single exception, I have never seen, till 
within a dozen years, one that could be 
called a scholar—active in moving the 
legislature to reform its code. 


The London Times proclaimed twenty 


years ago that intemperance produced 
more idleness, crime, disease, want and 
misery than all otlier causes put together; 
and Westminster Review calls it a "curse 
that far eclipses every other calamity un- 
der which we suffer." 


De Quincey says the most remarkable 


instance of a combined movement in so- 
ciety which history, perhaps, will be sum- 
moned to notice, is that which, in our 
day, lias applied iself to the abatement of 
intemperance. Two vast movements are 
hurrying into action by velocities contin- 
ually accelerated—the great revolutionary 
movement from political causes concur- 
ring with the great physical movement in 
locomotion, and in social intercourse from 
the gigantic power of steam. At the open- 
ing of such a crisis, had no third move- 
ment arisen of resistance to intemperate 
habits, there would have been ground of 
despondency as to the melioration of the 
human race, 


These are English testimonies, where 


the state rests more than half on bayonets. 
Here we are trying to rest the ballot-box 
on drunken people. 
"We can rule a 


great city," said Sir Robert Peel," 
"American cannot," and he cited the 
mobs of New York as sufficient evidence 
of his assertion. 


Thoughtful men see that up to this hour 


the government of great cities has been 
with us a failure—that worse that the dry 
rot of legislative corruption, than the rang 
cor of party spirit, than Southern barbar- 
ism, than even the tyranny of incorpor- 
ated wealth, is the giant burden of intem- 
perance, making universal suftrnge a fail- 
ure and a curse in every great city. 


Scholars who play statesmen and edi- 


tors who masquerade as scholars can waste 
much excellent anxiety that clerks shall 
get no office until they know the exact 
date of Csesar's assassination, as well as 
the latitude of Pekin and the rule of three. 


aising only to fling every obstacle in its 
way. 
Tim first glimpse we get of Sax- 


on blood in history is that line of Taci- 
tus ill his "Germany" which reads- "In 
all grave matters they consult their wo- 
men." - Years hence, when robust Sax- 
on sense has flung away J uwish supersti- 
tion and Eastern prejudice, and put under 
its foot fastidious scholarsfiip and squeam- 
ish fashion, some second Tacitus, from 
the valley of tlie Mississippi, will answei 
to him of the Seven Hills, "in all grave 
QuesUojjs .wo,.consult our women." 
to letters as Henry of Navarre wrote to 
the Sir Phillip Sydney of his realm, Cril- 
lon, "the bravest of the brave," "We 
have conquered at Argues, & tit n'y etai* 
ptix, Crillon"—"You were not there, my 
Crillion." But a second thought reminds 
me that what claims to be literature has 
been always present in that battle-field, 
and always in the ranks of the foe. 


Ireland is another touchstone which re- 


veals to us how absurdly we masquerade 
in democratic trappings while, as Emer- 
son says, we have gone to seed in tory 
distrust of the people; false to every 
duty which, as eldest-born of Democratic 
institutions, weoweto the oppressed, and 
careless of the lesson, every such move- 
ment may be made in keeping public 
thought clear, keen and fresh as to prin- 
ciples which are the essence of our civili- 
sation, the ground-work of nil education 
in republics.

tuity of idiots ;" and Byron called Eng- 
land's union with Ireland "the union of 
the shark with his prey." 
Bcntliam's 


conclusion, from a survey of 500 years of 
European history, was, "Only by making 
the ruling few uneasy can the oppressed 
many obtain a particle of relief." Ed- 
mund Burke—Burke, the noblest figure 
iu the parliamentary history of the last 
hundred years, greater than Cicero in the 
Senate and almost Plato in the academy 
—Burke affirmed a century ago, "Ireland 
has learnt at last that justice is to be had 
from England only when demanded at the 
sword's point." And a century later, or 
last year, Gladstone himself proclaimed 
in a public address in Scotland, "Eng- 
land never concedes anything to Ireland, 
except when moved to do so by fear." 
When we remember these admissions, we 
ought to clap our hands at every fresh 
"outrage," as a parrot press styles it, 
aware that it is only a far-off echo of the 
musket shots that rattled against the Old 
State House on the 5th of March, 1770, 
and of the war-whoop that made the tiny 
spire of the Old South tremble when Bos- 
ton rioters emptied the three India tea 
ships into the sea; welcome evidence of 
living force and rare intelligence in the 
victim, and a sign that the day of deliv- 
erance draws each hour nearer. 


Cease ringing endless changcsof eulogy 


on the men who made North's Boston 
port bill a failure, while every leading 
journal sends daily over the water wishes 
for the success of Gladstone's copy of the 
bill for Ireland. 


If all rightful government rests ou con- 


sent—if, as the French say, you "can do 
almost anything with a bayonet except sit 
on it," be at least consistent, and de- 
nounce the man who covers Ireland with 
regiments to hold up a despotism which 
will in twenty months, he his confessed, 
rest wholly upon fear. 


Then note the scorn and disgust with 


which we gather up our garments about 
us and disown the Sam Adams and Wil- 
liam Prescott, the George Wasington and 
John Brown of Petersburg, the spiritual 
descendants, the living representatives of 
those who make our history worth any- 
thing in the world's annals—the Nihi- 
lists. 


Nihilism is the righteous and honora- 


ble resistance of a people crushed under 
an iron rule. Nihilism is evidence of 
life. 
When "order reigns in Warsaw" it 


is spiritual death. Nihilism is the last 
weapon of victims choked and manacled 
beyond all other resistance. It is crushed 
humanity's only means of making the op- 
pressor trouble. 
God means tliat unjust 


power shall be insecure, and every move 
of the giant, prostrate in chains, whether 
it be to lift a single dagger or stir a city's 
revolt is a lesson in justice. One might 
well tremble for the future of the race if 
such a despotism did exist without pro- 
voking the bloodiest resistence. I honor 
Nihilism, since it redeems human nature 
from the suspicion of being utterly vile, 
made up only of heartless oppressors and 
contented slaves. Every line in our his- 
tory, every interest of civilization bids us 
rejoice when the tyrant grows pale and 
the slave rebellious. 
We cannot but pity 


the suffering of any human being, how- 
ever richly deserved.-But such pity must 
not confuse our moral sense. Humanity 
gains. Chatham rejoiced when our fathers 
rebelled. For every single reason, they 
allege, Russia counts a hundred, each one 
ten times bitterer thaw any Hancock or 
Adams could give. Sam Johnson's stand- 
ing toast ia Oxford port was "Success to 
the first insurrection of slaves in Jama- 
ica," a sentiment Soutbey echoed. "Es- 
chew cant," said an oW moralist. But of 
all the cants that «re butted, ia this cant- 
ing world, though U» wot of piety may

Sunday evening, March C>, 1881, 
and

On 
Wednesday, May 18, 1881, the assassin 
determined to murder the President. He 
had neither money nor pistol at the time.

An Ordinance

Bo itordaincd and enacted by the Burguns and 
Council of the Borough of Bristol, and it w hereby 


lating the law in this particular. Mayor

—The financial and business reports of 


the Postmaster General,"strange and sur- 
prising as it sounds, encourage the ex- 
pectation that he may succeed in making 
his department self-supporting. If this 
be accomplished Mr. James will rank 
•with John Sherman, who is perhaps the 
most successful minister of finance, not 
only of thi i century and this country, but 
of all countries. Mr. James has stopped 
several leaks, and he inspires the entire 
service with the principles of correct 
business, L;reat efficiency and rational 
economy. Mr. James was called into the 
Cabinet partly because of his well known 
abilities, partly and incidently as a friend 
of Mr. Conkling. This latter point is not 
important 
but is not without a certain 


curious interest just now. He will be 
sure of permanent honors if he make his 
vast department self-supporting as well 
as more respectable. 


—A beginning has been made upon the 


town which Mr. George W. Childs of 
Philadelphia intends locating at Wayne 
station, on the Pennsylvania Railroad. A 
reservoir w tth a capacity of 250,000 gal- 
lons has been constructed, the water for 
which is drawn from a creek fed by 
springs. The reservoir is on the highest 
point in the tract of six hundred acres, 
and it is intended to so adorn the basin 
as to make it an attractive part of the 
landscape.

The building of cottages lias begun in 
earnest. 11 is designed to establish the 
town on sanitarian principles.

—The game and fish laws were amended 


at the last session of the Legislature, as 
follows:—Klk and deer may be killed 
from October 1 to December 31. Bass, 
pike, pickerel and salmon shall not be 
caught or killed between January 1 and 
June 1, nor shall any of said fishes be 
caught or killed at any time during the 
year save only with rod, hook and line. 
Trout less than five inches in length shall 
not be caught, taken or killed, and it is 
not lawful to fish in any stream in the 
State for a period of three years iu which 
brook trout have been planted by the fish 
commissioners. Shad shall not be caught 
in the Susqiiebanna and Juniata rivers 
from suuet on Saturday till sunrise on 
Monday, in any week during the run of 
Mid fisb front March 15 to June 25, and 
the meshes of seines must not be less than 
44 inches from knot to knot, diagonally. 
JUbbiU shall not be killed between Jan- 
uary 1 and November 1. Pigeons are pro-

He denies that he is the 


man wanted, ind is trying hard with the 
aid of counsel to effect his release

pearances and the weight of evidence arc 
against him, and ^o will probably be re- 
turned to his native land to convince his 
own government that he is "more sinned 
against than sinning." We have some 
local bandits I hat should be speedily run 
to earth. 
Only yesterday they committed 


another daring deed of outlawry on a 
public street. A clerk for Jacob Hup- 
pevt, the Brewer, was driving from his 
office to the bank to deposit $9,GOO in 
bills and $1,000 in silver. Suddenly a 
blood-like looking bay horse, drawing a 
common peddler's wagon, containing three 
men. was driven along side and so close 
as to force tho brewer's horse over onto 
the curb and stop him. In an instant 
two men sprang into the buggy, one of 
whom held a pistol, with which he hit the 
clerk a stunning blow on the head, and 
seizing the bills which were in a square 
package on the seat, he jumped to the 
ground, while his companion, who had se- 
cured the silver which was in a bag and 
weighed sixty pounds, followed. 
The 


coin proved too heavy to handle and rolled 
into the gutter, where it was abandoned 
by the robber •<, who, regaining their own 
wagon with the $9,600 in bills, drove 
rapidly down the avenue. 
The clerk 


having recovered from the blow, whipped 
up to follow the fleeing highwaymen, 
knowing that lie could give them a lively 
race, but found that the reins had been 
cut by the third robber and rendered 
useless. Thei efore pursuit was out of the 
question, and the three robbers escaped 
with their booty. This robbeiy, bold and 
startling as it was, is lot without prece- 
dent. Three years ago, a clerk for the. 
Planet Mills, in Brooklyn, was robbed in 
a similar manner, and more recently the 
collector of the Third Avenue Railroad 
was riding in a car, when thieves drove 
up in a wagon, stopped the car, beat the 
collector till he was insensible, robbed 
him and escaped.

He deter- 
mined to make the attempt at the church 
the following Sunday. 
Learning from 


the papers that the President would leave 
the city on Saturday, the 18th of June, 
with Mrs. Garfiold, for Long Branch, he 
therefore determined to meet him at the 
depot. He left his boarding place about 
five o'clock Saturday morning, June 18, 
and went down to the river at the foot of 
Seventeenth street and fired five shots to 
practise his aim and be certain his pistol 
was in good order. 
He then went to the 


depot, and was in the ladies' waiting- 
room of the depot with his pistol ready 
when the Presidential party entered. He 
says Mrs. Garfield looked so weak and 
frail that he had not the heart to shoot 
the President in her presence, and as he 
knew he would have another opportunity, 
he left the depot. 
He had previously 


engaged a carriage to take him to the 
jail. On Wednesday evening the Presi- 
dent and his son, and I think United 
States Marshal Henry, went out for a 
ride. The assassin took his pistol and 
followed them, and watched them for 
some time in hopes the carriage would 
stop, but no opportunity was given. On 
Friday evening, July 1, he was sitting on 
the seat in the park opposite the White 
House when he saw the President come 
out alone. He followed him down the 
avenue to Fifteenth street, and then kept 
on the opposite side of the street upon 
Fifteenth until the President entered the 
residence of Secretary 
Elaine. 
He 


waited at the corner of Mr. Morton's late 
residence, corner of Fifteenth and H 
streets, for some time, and then, as he 
was afraid he would attract attention, he 
went into the alley in the rear of Mr. 
Morton's residence, examined his pistol 
and waited. The President and Secre- 
tary Elaine came out together, and he 
followed over to the gate of the White 
House, but could get no opportunity to 
use his weapon. On the morning of 
Saturday, July 2, he breakfasted at the 
Riggs House about 7 o'clock. He then 
walked up into the park and sat there for 
an hour. 
He then took a one-horse 


avenue car nnd^-ode to Sixth street; got 
out and went into the depot and loitered 
around there ; had his shoes blacked; en- 
gaged a hack-man for $2 to take him to 
the jail; went into the water-closet and 
took his pistol out of his hip pocket and 
unwrapped the paper from around it, 
which he had put there for the purpose of 
preventing the perspiration 
from the 


body dampening the powder : examined 
hi* pistol; carefully tried the trigger and 
the i returned and took a seat in the 
ladies' waiting-room, and as soon as the 
President entered advanced behind him, 
and fired two shots. These facts I think 
can be relied upon as accurate, and I give 
them to the public to contradict certain 
false rumors in connection with the most 
atrocious of atrocious crimes.

submission and entire non-resistance to 
the Russians who, for a hundred years 
have seen their sons by thousands dragged 
to death or exile, no one knors which, in 
this worse than Venetian mystery of po- 
lice, and their maidens flogged to death 
in the market place, and who share the 
same fate if they presume to ask the rea- 
son why. 


" It is unfortunate," says Jefferson, 


"that the efforts of mankind to secure the 
freedom of what they have been deprived 
should be accompanied with violence and 
even with crime. 
But while we weep 


over the means, we must pray for the 
end." 
Pray learlessly for such cuds; 


there is no risk. "Men arc all.lories by 
nature," says \rnold, "when tolerably 
well off; only monstrous injustice and 
atrocious cruelty can rouse them." Some 
talk of the rashness of the uneducated 
classes. Alas ' ignorance is far oftener 
obstinate than r.ish. Against one French 
Revolution—the scarecrow of the ages— 
weigh Asia, '• carved in stone," and a 
thousand years of Europe, with her half- 
dozen nations meted out and trodden 
down, to be the dull and contented foot- 
stools of priests and kings. The customs 
of a thousand years ago are the sheet- 
anchor of tht 
passing generation, so 


deeply buried, so* fixed, that the most 
violent efforts of the maddest fanntic can 
drag it but a h.md's breadth. 


Before the w ir Americans were where 


the crowd in that terrible hall of Eblis 
which lleckfonl painted for us—each man 
^rith h-S hand pressed on the incurable 
sore in his bosom, and pledged not to 
speak cf it,—compared with other lands, 
we weru intellectually and morally a na- 
tion of sownrds. 


AVhen I first entered the Roman States 


a custom-hous • official seized all 
my 


French books. In vain I held up to him 
a treatise by Fi-nelon, and explained that 
it was by n Catholic archbishop of Cam- 
bray. 
Gruffly lie answered, "It makes no 


difference; it iv French." 
As I surren- 


dered the volume to his remorseless grasp, 
I could not but honor the nation which 
had made its revolutionary purpose so 
definite that despotism feared its very 
language I only wished that injustice and 
despotism even where might one day have 
as good cause to hate and to fear every- 
thing American.
